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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of the invention of Group I (Claims 13-18 and 25- 
26) in the response to restriction requirement filed on May 30, 2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Group II, Claims 27-29, is withdrawn for further consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 13-18 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for the use of 
"acrylamides" (page 8, line 14), does not reasonably provide enablement for 
"acrylamide-functional olefin functional groups" (Claim 13, line 1 1) 
(Emphasis added). The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
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the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

5. Claims 13-18 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 13 (lines 8-12), the species cited therein causes confusion 
because they are the compounds from which the olefin functional groups 
derived from. Applicants are advised to replace the content in lines 8-1 1 
with ~ one or more olefin functional groups derived from the compound 
select from the group consisting of amino-functional olefins, hydroxy 
functional olefins, aminoalkyl esters of unsaturated carboxylic acids and 
acrylamides; — . 
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6. Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections) under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, first paragraph and second paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action. 

None of Ryntz (US 4 766 185), Taniyama (US 4 241 116), Baney 
(GB 2 047 721) and Saurai (DE 2 436 191) teaches or fairly suggests the 
olefinic groups derived from the olefinically unsaturated compound set forth 
in the instant claims. 

7. Claims 14-18 and 25-26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

The patentability of the instant claims is described in the previous 
paragraph.
